Jordan, who had helped make 
a professional-quality short 
film, said the programme had 
helped him see that “there's 
more to life than the hood". 

Fellow participant Shakib 
added: “Summer Arts gave me a 
reason to get up and go outside." 

The programme has been 
proven to help at-risk young 
people move back into main- 
stream education, employment 
and training, improve literacy 


as well as artistic skills, and 
give participants a memorable 
experience. 

Unitas, a charity that helps 
young people excel in education 
and training, supported and 
helped fund the project. 

The young people will 
now appear in Unitas' official 
publicity. 

Nasima Patel, head of chil- 
dren's services, who presented 
the awards, said: “The Spotlight 
event reflected the energy, 
creativity, hard work and hu- 
mour that these young people 
have brought to their project."

Sundial writers make 
a little piece of history

FAMILIES of 14, conscription and war 
are just some of the subjects 
touched on by the Sundial Centre 
creative writing group. 

The Shipton Street group has been 
meeting for five years and is led by Sally 
Flood, who was born a stone s throw away 
in Chambord Street. 

The writers have recently come togeth- 
er to produce a book, Tales by EastEnders, 
with themes ranging from family and 
adulthood to pet peeves. 

Like many other members of the group, 
Sally knows the East End and its cultural 
history inside out. 

"We left school at 14," she told East End 
Life. 'T had a summer job at 12 and again 
at 13 and then I went to work at 14. We were 
brought up to know that this is what we 
were going to do. 


"We had no idea of going on to college 
or university, that just wasn't for us. But it 
didn't stop us enjoying our lives." 

Contributors to the book include Barry 
Gendler, Ann Hamblin and Dorothy Lloyd, 
who were all born in the East End and still 
live here today. They provide a fascinating 
insight into a community that has changed 
many times over the years, but has main- 
tained something special that distinguish- 
es it from other areas of London. 

That 'something' is explored throughout 
the book - whether it is the market 
culture or the different accents heard on 
the street. 

The writers' poems and short stories 
capture memories of the East End. 

The book has received a great response. 
"Lots of people who have bought the book 
have told me that they can't put it down," 
Barry told East End Life. 

"What they love about is that there are 


short pieces that they can come back to, 
again and again. They don't have to read 
it all at once. 

"We are working on another book, it is 
going be on things about the East End and 
the way it has developed." 

One piece that stands out in the book is 
a poem called Words, which was written 
by Sally herself. 

"I'm fascinated with accents," said Sally, 
whose grandparents arrived from Bessara- 
bia in Eastern Europe in the late 1800s. 

"As a child, I would wonder why my 
parents would speak differently to other 
people's. I think that was what got me writ- 
ing. The East End has always had different 
races living alongside each other." 

Tales by Eastenders is full of genuine tales, 
both comical and moving, of real people and 
their full and vibrant lives. It is available for 
£13 from the Brick Lane Bookshop, Newham 
Books and Broadway Books (Hackney).

Arts event offers taste of the 
culture behind fried chicken

IT may be unhealthy, but 
it provides safe sociai 
spaces for young people to 
meet, and it is cheap and 
convenient. 

These were some of the opin- 
ions put forward at an event 
in Bethnal Green, which took a 
light-hearted look at the culture 
surrounding fried chicken. 

Young people, health and 
research professionals, com- 
munity leaders and fried chick- 
en businesses were among 
those at the Chicken Takeover 
event held at Rich Mix arts 
and events venue in Bethnal 
Green Road. 

It was hosted by grassroots 
film and media organisation 
Mile End Community Project. 

The audience watched the 
project's award-winning short 
film 'Chicken' which features 
clips of young people discussing 
why the food appeals to them. 

Launched earlier this year, the 
film won in the 'best free fall' 
category at this year's Limelight 
short film awards and was 
showcased at this summer's

Shuffle Festival in Mile End, 
curated by film director 
Danny Boyle. 

Oliver Carruthers, head of 
programming at Rich Mix, said: 
"Chicken shops are a popular 
phenomenon among young 
people in Tower Hamlets. 

"This event offered a great 


taster into why this is the case, 
and we're really looking forward 
to continuing work on the 
project with Assan, Nurull 
and the Mile End Community 
Project team." 

The takeover event also 
featured a panel discussion 
that focused on the question. 


'What's the big deal about 
fried chicken?' 

Visitors shared their experi- 
ences and views about fried 
chicken, there was an open mic 
session where Reazul Karim, 13, 
performed a literary piece on 
what fried chicken means to 
society; and Zohair Abbasi of 


the Bollywood fusion band 
AlphaNomega performed 
a specially written song about 
fried chicken. 

Comedian and social media 
personality Guzzy Bear was 
compere for the evening. 

It all ended with a chicken 
'taste-off', between grilled and 
fried hot wings. 

Assan Ali, 39, a founding 
director of Mile End Communi- 
ty Project, told East End Life 
that the event, attended by 
about 50 guests, was a success 
at encouraging young people 
to open up about a topic that 
matters to them. 

Rachael Saunders, deputy 
mayor and cabinet member 
for education and children's 
services, said: "The Chicken 
Takeover was a real insight 
into the social life, slang and 
sense of community that peo- 
ple find in fried chicken shops. 

"I also enjoyed seeing the 
Mile End Community Project 
owning another major stage, at 
Rich Mix, following its success 
at Shuffle, at the film awards and 
elsewhere. Congratulations to 
all involved."

Remembering Tom, 
an East End stalwart

THOMAS Cole, one of the 
last traditional East End 
totters (rag and bone 
men), has died aged 87. 

Tom, who died on August 14, 
worked until the age of 70 and 
carried out his trade across the 
East End with his horse and cart. 

His daughter, Loraine Kut- 
ner, said: "Tom was the complete 
East Ender, never having left it 
or wanted to leave it, even 
during the war years. 

"Dad was born and raised in 
Hackney Wick until his parents 
bought a pub in Hoxton. 

"After doing National Ser- 
vice, he bought a horse and cart 
and worked all around Hackney, 
Bow, Bethnal Green, Stepney 
and Clapton. 

"He had stables in Cassland 
Road, Victoria Park for many 
years. He then moved to Bow 
and had stables and a second- 
hand yard in Chamwood Street." 

Loraine recalled how, years 
ago, Tom would take the clothes 
and brie a brae he had acquired

Suluk Ahmed, 31, of 
Huddleston Close, Bethnal 
Green, was charged last 
Wednesday, August 26, with 
the murder of Jamir Ali, 79, on 
Sunday, August 23, and with two 
counts of attempted murder.

Magistrates' Court on Thursday, 
August 27.

Roman Road Market, chatting 
to friends and having a drink in 
the Hand & Flower pub. 

In a nod to the importance of 
horses in his life, Tom will be 
taken to Manor Park Cremato- 
rium by two black horses and 
carriage on Friday, September 4 
at 11.30am. He is survived by 
wife Peggy, two daughters, four 
grandchildren and two great 
grandchildren. 


Free shingles vaccination 


PEOPLE aged 70,78 and 79 
years of age are being 
urged to take up the offer 
of a free shingles vaccine. 

GPs in the borough are 
encouraging residents who are 
eligible for the jab to make an 
appointment, after data re- 
leased by Public Health England 
showed only about 40 per cent 
of Londoners have done so. 

Patients aged 70, 78 or 79 with 
a GP will be invited for a vacci- 
nation, which can be given at the 
same time as the flu jab. 

Sir Sam Everington, local GP 
and chair of NHS Tower Ham- 
lets Clinical Commissioning 
Group, said: "By increasing 
uptake of the vaccine, we 
hope to prevent this condition 
among older people in Tower 
Hamlets. 


"Shingles can be extremely 
painful and potentially 
debilitating. Older people are 
particularly at risk because 
shingles is triggered by the 
weakening of the immune 
system, which occurs as you 
get older. 

"People over 70 years of age 
are also more likely to suffer 
from shingles for longer and 
have more complications." 

It is estimated that around 
one in five people who have had 
chickenpox go on to develop 
shingles. Symptoms include a 
painful rash, usually affecting 
one side of the body, the head 
and neck, or the eye.

First qrcle-safe junction 
unveiled in Whitechapel

THE first Junction in the 
UK to combine three new 
safety features for cyclists 
has been unveiled in 
Whitechapel. 

Under the new design of the 
Cambridge Heath Road and 
Whitechapel Road junction, 
left -turning traffic is held at a 
red light to allow cyclists to 
move without risk. 

Cyclists, in turn, are held 
when vehicles are turning left. 

There is also a new "two-stage 
right turn” to let cyclists safely 
make right turns, along with ear- 
ly release traffic lights to give cy- 
clists travelling straight along 
the All a headstart before oth- 
er traffic sets off. 

These innovations, which 
form part of Transport for 
London's (TfL's) upgrade of 
Cycle Superhighway 2 between 
Aldgate and Bow, aim to cut the 
cyclist casualty rate. 

Around 85 per cent of 
cyclist accidents happen at 
junctions, mostly involving 
turning traffic. 

Mayor of Tower Hamlets, 
John Biggs, said: "The council 



welcomes the introduction of 
this new junction designed to 
offer cyclists more protection 
from vehicles. 

"With work starting around 
the Bow roundabout later this 
year, we are seeing the introduc- 
tion of safety measures in the 
borough to reduce the number 
of cycling-related accidents.” 

The safety features are also 
being installed at other key 


junctions on the An, along with 
segregated cycle lanes to sepa- 
rate cyclists from other traffic. 

Almost halt of the upgrade is 
now complete but, while the 
improvement works continue, 
roads in and around the area 
will be busier than usual. 

The Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson, said: "The innovations 
at Cambridge Heath Road are a 
fantastic taster of the raft of 


improvements that are coming 
down the track, ensuring that 
people can cycle safely and 
more confidently in our city” 
Details about the upgrade 
and travel advice can be found 
at tfl.g0v.uk/cs2upgrade 
Later this year, TtL will also 
begin work on pedestrian 
improvements at Bow Inter- 
change, to provide new cross- 
ing facilities at the roundabout.

Mr Tuckley (pictured right) was appointed 
following a rigorous recruitment process. 

The government-appointed commissioners 
confirmed that they were satisfied with the process 
and outcome of the recruitment exercise.

LONDON’S Air Ambulance 
is calling on Tower Ham- 
lets residents to join its 
final fundraising push for 
a second helicopter.

Its current 
and only helicopter has already 
been out of operation for the 
equivalent of more than 50 
days this year for maintenance. 

Graham Hodgkin, chief exec- 
utive at London's Air Ambu- 
lance, said: "It is thanks to the 
support of Londoners that we 
have raised almost £4 million of 


the target so far. We are so close 
to getting the second helicopter 
in the air and 1 would like to 
make one last plea to everyone 
to join our pilots, doctors, para- 
medics, charity staff and volun- 
teers, who will be out in force in 
London, for The Big Lift.

Sericil abuser jailed for six years 


A SERIAL sex offender who 
admitted abusing three 
young men has been jailed 
for six years. 

Detectives are now appealing 
for any more victims of David 
Dutoit, 58, to come forward. 

Dutoit (pictured), of Heylyn 
Square, Bow, E3, was sentenced 
at Blackfriars Crown Court on 
August 7, after pleading guilty 


to gross indecency with a child, 
indecent assault on a child, 
sexual assault and possession 
of indecent images of children. 

The offences relate to three 
victims, all male, who were 
abused over a period of time 
from 1998. 

Two of the victims were 
under 16 at the time of the 
abuse and the other was 18. 


Dutoit 's crimes came to light 
when one victim confided in a 
friend about the ordeal he had 
suffered over a five-year period. 

The friend encouraged the 
victim to speak to police and the 
matter was reported in April this 
year. Further investigations 
uncovered two more victims. 

Investigations established 
that Dutoit was employed in the 


Hackney and Tower Hamlets 
areas between 2005 and 2014, 
teaching key skills to 16- to 19- 
year-olds who are not in educa- 
tion, employment or training. 

Detectives are appealing to 
anyone who has been a victim 
of Dutoit to contact the Metro- 
politan Police Sexual Offences, 
Exploitation and Child Abuse 
Command on 8733 6543.

Men banned from 
meeting in public 

TWO criminal behaviour 
orders have been served, thanks 
to the work of Tower Hamlets 
enforcement officers. 

Anwar Ali, 23, of Colebert 
Avenue, Whitechapel and Akan- 
jee Mohibul, 24, of Aldersey 
Gardens in Barking were both 
given criminal behaviour orders 
over an incident in August 2014, 
when they were caught in 
possession of cannabis. 

Once confronted by THEOs, 
the pair became threatening 
and abusive, before assaulting 
one of them. 

They both appeared at Strat- 
ford Magistrates' Court and 
were served with the order, 
which places restrictions on 
their movements. 

It limits them from associat- 
ing with each other or groups 
of more than three people in an 
area bordered by Bancroft Road, 
Whitechapel Road (An), Cam- 
bridge Heath Road and the 
railway line to the north. 

The order is aimed at tackling 
the most serious and persistent 
offenders where their behaviour 
has led them to be brought 
them before a criminal court.

NORTON Folgate and Ratcliff, Old St 
Pancras and Horsleydown - it seems 
remarkabie that in London, the 
city of viiiages, some hamiets can 
simpiy disappear. 

German bombs and then post-Second 
World War development shoulder a lot of 
the blame of course, and some districts 
spread and consume their neighbours 
over time too. 

The East End area of Wellclose (near its 
once important but now vanished neigh- 
bour of Ratcliff) is one of the hardest to find. 

Wandering the streets now it's almost 
impossible to see, beneath the Shadwell 
estates sandwiched between Commer- 
cial Road and the Efighway, the distinctive 
dockland neighbourhood once centred on 
two elegant 17th century squares. 

Between those two ceaseless roads only 
the little pepperpot tower of St George- 
in-the-East hints at something older, the 
centre of a little community. Yet this was 
a proper village with a bizarre history. 

Wellclose was a Liberty of the Tower 
of London, one of those tiny territories 
that defied countless government 
reorganisations to survive (in some cases) 
until 1855. 

founded in 1350, Wellclose was part of 
the grounds of St Mary Grace's Abbey. 
Beneath the grit and grime of Royal Mint 
Street and East Smithfield lie the remains 
of the last Cistercian abbey founded in 
Britain (and the only house in the order 
established on an urban site). 

It was the gift of King Edward 111 as a 
royal free chapel and was originally small, 
with an abbot and six monks. By the time 
ELenry VllI, eager to get his hands on its 
wealth, sent in his assessors in 1535, the 
annual income of the house was £547, the 
third richest Cistercian abbey in Britain. 

All gone within a few years and a 
Royal Navy supply site, storage and latterly 
the Royal Mint would be built on the old 
grounds (the Mint is gone too now of 
course), but an excavation in Royal Mint 
Street between 1986-1988 revealed the 
size of the old abbey, with a graveyard 
uncovered, and 420 burials identified. 

By the early modem period, Wellclose was 
a rackety, dangerous neighbourhood, with

Searching for traces of the 
vanished village WeUclose 


all the colour you'd expect from a dock area. 
But into this confusion of ropemakers, inns, 
brothels, markets and cutpurses came one 
of the 17th century's most controversial and 
remarkable figures. 

Nicholas Barbon, an early free market 
philosopher and the original speculative 
London developer, long before Thomas 
Cubitt et al, was the son of Praise-God Bare- 
bone, a Puritan Civil War politician. He gave 
his son the surely unique middle-name of 
If-Jesus-Christ-Eiad-Not-Died-For-Thee- 
Thou-Eiadst-Been-Damned. 

Nicholas didn't let religion get in the way 
of business though, frequently ignoring who 
owned the land on which he was building, 
he'd worry about that later. Barbon was 
responsible for many of the little houses 
that mushroomed after the Great Eire of 
1666, linking the cities of London and 
Westminster for the first time. 

Now he turned his attention to Wellclose, 
where he would build two grand squares, 
perfect for the wealthy merchants and ships' 
captains who needed to commute to the 
docks around Limehouse and Ratcliff. 

In the London of the day, the posh lived 
cheek by jowl with the poor. The area 
around this stretch of Cable Street was 
dubbed Knockfergus, a reference to the Irish 
immigrants who had fled here during the 
Nine Years War, a rebellion against 
Elizabeth I in the 1590s, and was as rough 
as it was poor. 

But money flowed into the new Marine 
Square, much of it from the Scandinavian 
timber traders who settled here. In 1694, a 



Danish church was erected in the middle Wellclose Square 
of the square, built by famed Danish ar- as it was in 1943 
chitect Caius Gabriel Cibber and paid for 
by the King of Denmark. And, in its twin. 

Princes Square, was buEt a smaller, Swedish 
chapel. The two squares of Wellclose were 
now a Little Scandinavia. 

After the Second World War this area of 
the East End went into decline, with the 
local people bleeding away to Essex and the 
developers itching to get their hands on the 
land. But surely squares as stunning as these 
couldn't be lost? They could. Journalist Ian 
Nairn, visiting in 1966, predicted the future 
of the two squares, now renamed Wellclose 
and Swedenborg. "Nobody cares enough 
and the whole place will soon be a 
memory." By the early 1970s both were gone, 
with modern homes in their place. 

Little survives of Marine Square today. It 
had the peculiar design of narrow alleyways 
at each corner, leading in to the square. 


Grace's Alley is the one survivor, a nod to 
the name of the old abbey, on whose 
grounds it once stood. The Danish church 
was demolished and now St Paul's school 
stands in its place. 

The more modest Princes Square was the 
hub of Swedish life in London for much of 
the 19th century and 'the Swedish Nightin- 
gale', singer Jenny Lind, would attend the 
chapel here. The footprint of the square is 
now gone, with Swedenborg Gardens, a road 
running down one side of the square, the 
only remnant. On the site of the chapel, the 
tower block of Stockholm Efouse gives a 
cursory nod to the past. 

It seems the villagers of Wellclose were 
reluctant to surrender their independence. 
Though the special status of London's 
Liberties was abolished in 1855 (and all were 
subsumed into their neighbouring parish- 
es and boroughs), the bounds of the Liberty 
of Wellclose were still beaten every 
Ascension Day until 1897. 

A procession of boys, sons of soldiers serv- 
ing at the Tower of London, would don red, 
white and blue ribbons, hold willow wands, 
and be led around the boundaries of Well- 
close by the Lieutenant of the Tower of Lon- 
don.

Ascension Day is the 40th day of Easter. 
Time to start planning for next year.

THERE were many memorable 
sporting events in 1926 - the first 
greyhound track opening in 
Manchester, the first British Grand 
Prix at Brooklands, Gertrude Ederle 
becoming the first woman to swim 
the English Channel and Jack Hobbs 
scoring 316 runs at Lord’s. 

It was also a memorable year for the 
introduction of old age pensions, John 
Logie Baird's demonstration of the first 
television and the start of the General 
Strike in support of the miners. 

But in east London there was another 
important event, not as significant 
perhaps, but something that is still part of 
East End life today. It was the birth of 
Victoria Park LLarriers and this month the 
club is entering its 90th year. 

Post-war pastimes 

Sport boomed in the 1920s, as young men 
discharged from the forces sought outlets 
for their energies. Life was not easy in 
civvy street, but the working man had 
greater opportunity to participate in sport 
than ever before and the Olympic Games 
of 1920 (Antwerp) and 1924 (Paris) put 
athletics in the public eye. 

Just before the war a running track was 
created at Victoria Park. Initially, athletes 
had to change under the trees in full view 
of the public, but by 1926 railings had been 
built round the track and 
dressing rooms put up. 

Athletes who 
worked in the City 
found the track 
easy to reach by 
bus from Liver- 
pool Street and 
more convenient 
for training than 
their

home track. In fact, most of the runners 
belonged to clubs based elsewhere or 
were members of social and sports 
clubs such as Shoreditch whole- 
salers Jeremiah Rotherhams. 
Retired mnners, several foot- 
ballers whose best playing 
days were behind them, as 
well as parents and people 
who just enjoyed being spec- 
tators, would gather social- 
ly and this created 
a demand 
for a club 
based at 
Victoria 
Park. 


However, it was not until the summer of 
1926 that any serious move was made. 

The birth of the club could be traced to a 
discussion that took place alongside the 
railings surrounding the track between 
three people, one of whom was Harry Peck. 
They decided to approach R J Moore, licensee 
of the Mitford Castle Tavern, for the loan of 
a room to stage a general meeting. 

This inaugural gathering was in August, 
when a proposal to form a club under the 
name of Victoria Park Harriers was unani- 
mously carried. Subscriptions were set at 
5 shillings (25p) for active athletes and two 
shillings and sixpence (12. 5p) for honorary 
members, sums which remained unchanged 
for more than 20 years. 

To raise some working capital, a collection 
was taken during the meeting. How much 
was collected nobody knows, but it is not 
likely to have been a substantial sum in 
those hard times. 

Track runners couldn't wait until the fol- 
lowing spring to race and so the first club 
handicaps were staged at Victoria Park on 
September 11, 1926 - a modest meeting con- 
sisting of 440 yards and two-mile handicaps, 
220 yards and 880 yards, but the results 
are not on record. 

With the arrival of the cross- 
country season, the Eton 
Mission at Hackney Wick 
was approached for the 
use of its premises. A fee 


of five shillings per night was quoted which 
could be revoked, provided that notice to 
cancel was given before 6pm, and this 
arrangement proved acceptable. 

The earliest committee minutes still in 
existence date from April 12, 1927. An entry 
for May 5 shows that a pistol and shots were 
purchased for 5s; while on June 2, 'it was 
proposed by H Peck and seconded by 
R Hewitt that one dozen vests be pur- 
chased - 31s 9d (£i.58p)'. 

The minutes also show that in Septem- 
ber, Ernie Wiseman was reimbursed 2s 4d 
(i2p) for having bought 'eggs and spoons for 
the ladies race on September 10, 1927. This

expenditure had been rising steadily, the 
social committee launched various fund- 
raising schemes and at the end of 
September the club bank balance was 
£3i-i3-8d... quite healthy in those days. 

Some of this money was soon spent on 
their winter activities, renting rooms at the 
University Club in Victoria Park Square, 
Bethnal Green - paying £5 for the season al- 
lowed them use of the 'Uni' on Wednesdays. 

For Saturday afternoon cross-country 
runs, they took new quarters at Peel Road, 
Chingford. 

The end-of-season handicap meeting in 
1939 was held on Saturday, August 26, as 
storm clouds gathered across Europe. Most 
of the competitors would never run 
another race as the Second World War took 
the lives of many. Unaware of what fate had 
in store, runners raced for the prizes - a 
canteen of cutlery, a tea service, an eight-day 
clock, watches and fruit spoons. 

Eight days later, Britain was at war and 
the Harriers committee held an emergency 
meeting which resulted in the following 
letter being sent to all members: 



entry refers to an end-of-season track 
meeting which became a feature at the end 
of every track season up to 1939. 

Harriers had a promising year in 1932 and 
this promise was maintained in the 
following year when they won the 
prestigious Alex Meyer event beating North 
London Harriers, Essex Beagles, St Mary's 
(Hornsey) and Grafton, gaining six first 
places and one second place to top Division 
2 of the Middlesex League. 

In the County Championships, seven 
members were either placed or earned 
standard medals, and financially too the club 
were in a much better position. Although 



Dear Member, 

At a special committee meeting held 
on September 10, 1939, the following 
resolution was passed: 'Owing to the 
outbreak of hostilities, all club activities 
to be suspended temporarily. All 
outstanding accounts to be paid and the 
balance to be put into the RO. Savings 
Bank under the club trusteeship.'

The Harriers closed for the duration - 
'temporarily' would stretch to nearly sbc years. 

It was 37 years before Tower Hamlets AC 
was born. It began on October 5, 1976 when 
the borough hosted a heat of the London 
Boroughs Championships. 

One of the big factors in establishing the 
club was the opportunity to use the 
floodlit track at East London Stadium (now 
Mile End Stadium) as the track in Victoria 
Park was unlit. The club stmggled during ren- 
ovations at the stadium but managed to sur- 
vive with help from Tower Hamlets Council. 

Tower Hamlets AC concentrated on track 
and field athletics and had a mainly young 
membership who joined as total beginners 
and learnt their events under a handful of 
talented coaches. 

The club had a very young men's team 
competing in the Southern League which rose 
to Division 3 during its most successful 
period and a ladies/girls team which 
mainly competed in the lower divisions of 
the Womens' Southern League. 

The club's athletes won hundreds of 
Middlesex Championships over the years and 
many athletes went on to achieve honours 
at county, schools, area and international 
level - three quarters of which were won by 
female athletes. 


Securing the club's future 

As the number of youngsters grew, the small 
number of coaches and officials at the club 
found it increasingly difficult to organise aU 
the different league teams and open meetings 
that the young members needed to attend. 

Eventually they approached Victoria Park 
Harriers in 2001 for a merger in order to ben- 
efit from the greater number of experienced 
volunteers at the older club and to produce 
a stronger club in this area of London. 

The existing VPH badge was updated to 


incorporate the new name - Victoria Park 
Harriers and Tower Hamlets Athletics Club.

Olympic roll of honour 


Sydney Lancaster Sarel - fifth in 
round one of the 3.5k walk in a time 
of 17m 6s at the 1908 London 
Olympics. 

Sarel was a vice-president of the 
club in the post-war period and was 
a former Rural Dean of Bethnal 
Green. Even in his seventies, he 
could still be seen trotting round 
Victoria Park with shorts to his 
knees and wearing his Olympic cap. 

Rene William Howell - came 
seventh in heat three of the 3,000m 
steeplechase at the 1948 Olympics, 
also in London. 

Rene was a member of the club 
in the 1930s, but moved to Pinch- 
ley after the Second World War and 
joined the Polytechnic Harriers. 

Geoffrey Lionel “Geoff” Iden - 

ninth in the marathon in a time of 
2h 30m 42s at the, Helsinki Games 


in 1952. He joined the club after the 
war, coming from Queens Park 
Harriers, and soon became part of 
one of the best distance teams in 
the country. 

He took up the marathon in 
1949 and other members soon 
attempted the longer distances on 
the road giving VPH one of the most 
formidable teams in the country. 

Mike McFarlane - in 1976 
Mike had a sensational season, 
scoring a sprint double in the 
Amateur Athletic Association Youth 
Championships with records of 
10.7s and 21.4s. 

He then went on to take third 
place in the AAA senior 100m in 
10.69s. In the same championships, 
Danny King reached the 400m 
final and, although he was 
unplaced, was rewarded with a 
Junior International Badge, as 
was McParlane. 


McEarlane joined Haringey AC 
during their golden years and com- 
peted at three Olympic Games - he 
was sixth in the 200m heats in 
Moscow 1980 and fourth in the 
4x100m final; he came fifth in the 
loom final in Los Angeles 1984 and 
seventh in the 4x100m final; in 
Seoul 1988 he got another silver in 
the 4x100m and also won medals 
at three Commonwealth Games 
and a European championships. 

Perri Shakes-Drayton - third 
in the 400m hurdles semi-final 
at London 2012 and fifth in the 
4x400m at the same games. 

Perri joined the club as a junior 
and has been coached by Chris Zah 
ever since. She is a world indoor 4 
X 400m champion, European indoor 
400m champion and 4 x 400m 
champion, and national 400m 
hurdles champion.

Permit Transfer 
Scheme: for residents 
moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car 
free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets 
introduced the new Permit Transfer 
Scheme (PTS) to operate from 
5 September 201 1 to help to reduce the 
levels of overcrowding in social rented 
housing in the borough. The PTS helps 
some families move to larger social 
rented car free homes by allowing them 
to retain one on-street resident car 
parking permit, subject to the PTS 
criteria as outlined below being met. 
The PTS is a change in the operation of 
the Council's existing on-street 
Residents' Parking Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of 
air pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle 
and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
schenne (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local 
pay-as-you-go car clubs 
(www.carplus.org.uk) are also now 
available in Tower Hamlets to help you get 
around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not 
be able to apply for on-street residents' car 
parking permits, unless you hold a disabled 
driver's blue badge or are eligible under the 


Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is 

targeted at social rented housing residents. 

The criteria for the PTS is as follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom 
or larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking 
permit per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 
under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing 
proof of PTS eligibility to Parking 
Services (including a duly signed and 
dated Tower Hamlets Homes or housing 
association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower 
Hamlets Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof 
of the work to be carried out must be 
provided, along with the vehicle's details. 
Each home can apply for a maximum of 20 
one-day-permits within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing 
parking for up to five hours on weekdays 
and all day on weekends. Households can 
apply for up to 3 books of 10 scratchcards 
per year. For permit charges and

Elegant and cosy, with impeccable service - and great food 


Packed full of 
chilli goodness

IT’S the height of summer 
in date alone and as I 
struggle through the slick 
of rain from Liverpool 
Street, the idea of a gin 
martini moves from 'nice 
to have’ to ‘coping mech- 
anism’ category. 

I arrive early and am offered 
the choice of sitting either at the 
table or the cocktail bar, which 
goes to prove I haven't been here 
before as they would have 
just wheeled me to the bar no 
questions asked. 

The setting is more gentle- 
man's club than light and airy, 
with leather booths and crisp 
white linen, sparkling glass and 
shimmery silverware - formal- 
ity seems key and the dark 
colour palette and low lighting 
is masculine and moody. 

This leads me to wonder if this 
might be powered by bankers' 
money, and my feelings are 
confirmed when 1 see a burger 
price-point (without chips) of 
£13.50! That makes it a whop- 
ping £17.50 with essential chips. 

Confirmation came in the 


form of a trio of men who 
proceeded to order a kilo of 
Chateaubriand steak, with sides 
of lobster mac cheese. I rest 
my case. 

We cannily opt for a £20 set 
menu for two courses including 
a glass of wine. The Silver Fox de- 
licious smoked salmon mousse 
renders him speechless, while 


my meaty and substantial ham 
hock terrine is monumental in 
its earthy, gelatinous bite, coun- 
terpoint ed with the sharpness 
of gooseberry and toothsome 
sourdough croutons. 

My main of salmon with a 
fennel and rocket salad remains 
emblazoned on my retinas: the 
salmon so perfectly cooked the 


texture was almost creamy; 
the fennel perfection itself, 
mandolined, paper-thin and 
marinated to manage the 
aniseed kick. 

The Silver Fox ploughed into 
a perfect minute steak, served 
with OK chips (bit too chewy 
rather than crispy) and a yolky 
bearnaise. The halved garlic 
bulb lifted the dish from good 
to excellent. Everything was 
served with elegance and care, 
down to the tiny copper 
saucepan which came danger- 
ously close to bringing out my 
inner kleptomaniac. 

For sheer cosiness and excel- 
lence in cooking I would recom- 
mend this place. Service was 
impeccable and warmed up 
the austere surroundings. 

Two ate two courses, punctu- 
ated with hearty wines, for a 
little over £50 all in. 

The set menu offerings 
provide excellent value, as 
otherwise this would be a place 
for special occasions with mains 
around the £20-r mark.
